IN A CHINESE SCHOOL. 

How the Young Pigtails Learn to 
Read and Write. 

To learn to read and write in 
China means about as much work 
for the youngster who under- 
takes it as mastering five or six 
languages, such as English, 
French and German. To begin 
with, the Chinese language has 
no alphabet. Every character 
used stands for a word. There is 
not even any way of felling tin* 
sound of a word except by hearing 
it pronounced bv the teacher. To 
learn to road means that the 
small student must be able to un- 
derstand thousands of these dif- 
ferent characters at sight, and 
pronounce them according to the 
local dialect. 

As a rule a Chinese school is 
not divided into classes. Each 
scholar has his separate lesson, 
consisting of a number of lines to 
be learned "by heart." He has to 
study aloud, and, in consquence, 
the noise in a Chinese schoolroom 
WOUtd drive the average Ameri- 
can teacher frantic. At first the 
pupil docs not understand tiny of 
the words he learns by role. The

I Editor Kentuckian: 
I As my letter describing my trip 
to Hot Springs escaped the waste 
basket, I will try and write you a 
tew things that happened while I 
was in the city, 

Betore leaving home my iriends 
that had previously made a trip to 
that health resort came around to 
warn me of the swindlers that Hot 
Springs Is always alive with.

He then 
said that he was a physician and 
asked if I was going to employ any 
one to look after my case. I said 
oo. He said that 1 would have to 
be examined before beginning the 
baths, that at every bath house 
they would require a prescription 
of me from a physician, and it I 
didn t care, while he was around 
he would execute the job for 

As I had been told that 1 would 
have to be examined, and as my 
friend was a physician, I gave him 
the job with the expectation of get 
ting it at half price and maybe for 
nothing. In about two minutes the 
examination was completed and the 
prescription written. His chargi 
re five dollars. I paid the bil 
bade me farewell, and that was 
the last I saw of him. But when I 
presented my prescription, to the 
batb-house keeper we could not find 
any nann. to it. therefore I had to 
be examined again. 

1 saw then that 1 had been "beat- 
en," but that would be the last time 
they would catch me. 

So. alter taking my bath, 1 went 
back to the hotel where I had spent 
the night before. 1 was met at the

I told the old 
lady if she would put the board to 
me cheap enough I would stay with 
her a while anyway. She priced 
her board at eight dollars per week, 
but I thought this to be a little too 
much, so I told her I could do better 
somewhere else. Sbe argued with 
me a while, but finally said as I 
seemed like a neighbor and would 
promise to keep it from her other 
boarders she would take me at five 
dollars per week. As this was 
such a big cut I did not argue with 
her any more, but told the old lady 
I would* stay with her.
